The DCI passed to me your recent request for Directorate 
assistance in funding INR*s analyst travel requirements. I am 
sympathetic to your needs, but the recent budgetary cuts 
inflicted on this Directorate will not allow me to be as generous 
with resources as in the past. The proposed Gramm-Rudman budget 
cuts, which came on top of losses we sustained in the 
appropriations process, have had a significant Impact on many of 
our programs — unfortunately even affecting foreign travel. In 
addition, we face the situation of wanting to undertake a number 
of Important programs that remain unfunded. During this period 
of reduced resources, this Directorate is looking for Innovative 
ways to achieve its objectives. In doing so, we need all of the 
resources remaining at our disposal. I regret that I cannot be 
of assistance.

Dear Bill: 

My staff has again given me the begging bowl. The funding 
allotted by the Department's financial types for analyst travel 
this fiscal year is grossly insufficient to permit INK to 
fulfill its role in the production of Community products, 
especially IIM's and NIE's. Frank McNeil discussed this matter 
with Dick Kerr before he left his job as Bob Gates' deputy. 

Last fiscal year you were able to provide some much needed 
assistance to us in this regard and I hope that you will be 
able to do so again. 

A rank ordered list of the trips we would propose to take, 
if resources were available, is attached. Each is related to 
ongoing Community production efforts. The total amount of all 
proposed trips is $66,000. 

I hope that this will be last time that we have to make 
this sort of request. For fiscal year 1987 we were successful 
in obtaining approval for substantial increases in our travel 
budget from both the Department and 0MB. The Hill, of course, 
is yet to be heard from. 

I appreciate any consideration you can give this.
